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College Republicans split; 
chairman resigns position

The chairman and the vice- 
chairman of the LSUS College 
Republicans have resigned 
from their positions because of 
a decision that literally split the 
club in two. 

Mark Pachankis, former 
chairman, and Matt 
Williamson, former vice-chair¬ 
man, resigned Tuesday, Oct. 29, 
after t M group voted to throw 
support to Republican candi¬ 
date David Duke in his 
attempt to win the governor's 
chair. 

**I morally can't support 
David Duke as a candidate,'' 
Williamson said. *7 believe ihaL 
a person can change, but I don't 
believe he has, necessarily/' 

During the Tuesday meeting, 
seven of the total 10 members 
attended, and in a 4-2 vote, the 
group decided to support David 


Duke by dispensing Duke liter¬ 
ature and asking him to speak at 
LSUS. Pachankis, as chairman, 
was not a voting member. 

"It got really nasty/' 
Pachankis said. 

A college Republican group 
cannot "endorse" a candidate 
"except when endorsed by the 
Louisiana Republican State 
Central Committee/' according 
to the By-laws of the LSUS 
College Republicans. 

To endorse a candidate 
means to campaign for him/her, 
and an endorsement is alleged¬ 
ly different than candidate "sup¬ 
port" 

"My position was that we 
should support no one/' 
Pachankis said. 

Since Congressman Clyde 
Holloway carried the state* par¬ 
ty's endorsement, Duke is not a 
recognized Repub]ican eandi - 
date. LSUS College Rcpubt- 
cans should have followed suit. 


according to the organization's 
charter, remaining neutral. 

"In hindsight, that's probably 
what we should have done," 
Pachankis said 

Debra Patrick has been 
appointed acting chairman. 
Patrick was one of the members 
to vote in favor of support for 
Duke. 

The college republicans have 
decided, in light of the recent 
controversy, not to be involved 
with the gubernatorial race, 

"We are not going to support 
Duke for the rest of the cam¬ 
paign," Patrick said during a 
press conference Thursday, Oct. 
31 . 

The organization plans to 
keep a low profile until the race 
is over. Pachankis and 
Williamson said they will 
remain members. Elections to 
fill vacant or temporary posi¬ 
tions will be later in the 
semester.

LSUS is now one step closer 
to getting student housing on 
campus, according to Lynn 
Stewart, director of information 
services. 

LSU system president Allen 
Copping received the go-ahead 
Friday, Oct. 25 from the LSU 
Board of Supervisors to negoti¬ 
ate and execute an agreement to 
lease university land for 250 
efficiency apartments. 

Copping will negotiate with 
Century Development, a 
Houston-based firm, that would 
build, finance, own and manage 
the project. The apartments 
would be located on 10 acres on

dorms one step closer 


the northwest corner of the 
campus along Youree Drive. 

The apartments would con¬ 
sist of one-bedroom efficiencies 
with full kitchens. They would 
cost around 5188 a month per 
student with a double occupan¬ 
cy. Four-bedroom suites cost¬ 
ing $175 per student would also 
be available. 

“Other configurations arc 
possible/' said Stewart. 

Stewart said the apartments 
would be designed to comple¬ 
ment existing and future cam¬ 
pus facilities. 

Although the particulars are 
subject to negotiation. 
Century's proposal calls for a 
40-year lease on the land, for 
which the university would 


receive 25 percent of the pro¬ 
ject's cash flow as rent each 
year. 

The apartments would be 
built in two phases, the first 
consisting of 140 units for 290 


Stewart said a campus-wide 
committee was formed last year 
to study housing needs and seek 
proposals from firms interested 
in privatized housing arrange¬ 


ments. Stewart said committee 
members said Century's pro¬ 
posal was the one that met all 
the university’s criteria. 
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to 385 students. The second 
would include 110 units. 

Construction is pending 
approval from the state Board 
of Regents, which will discuss 
the plan in December. 

Century’s proposal stipulates 
that LSUS will incur no finan¬ 
cial or monetary obligation for 
the project and that the project 
will revert to the university free 
of debt when the lease ends. 
Century is currently negotiating 
to build housing for 12 other 
campuses in the South,

The vote in the office of 
Human Resources survey over¬ 
whelmingly opted to take a day 
of leave rather than forego the 
Memorial Day holiday. 


The survey was taken after it 
was learned that Governor 
Buddy Roemer’s declaration of 
the July 5 holiday last summer 
caused a conflict with recent 
legislation that limits higher 
education instiuiions to 14 legal 
holidays per year.

The counseling center, locat¬ 
ed on the second floor of the 
administration building, pro¬ 
vides students and faculty more 
than counseling related ser¬ 
vices, the center is also active 
in many other services the cam¬ 
pus body may not be aware of. 

The center is made up of Dr. 
Jeffrey Ickes, director, Paula 
Lynch, Assistant Director, and 
five peer counselors who repre¬ 
sent graduate and undergradu¬ 
ate students. 

Ickes estimates that about 25 
percent of the student body 
receives services from the cen¬ 
ter in some fashion. Ickes said 
that 15 percent arc individual 
and 10 percent arc groups. 

Ickes said, ‘The center coun¬ 
sels short term issues. Anything 
that is severe such as alco¬ 
holism is referred to special¬ 
ists.” 

Ickes feels that there are 
times when students feel intimi¬ 
dated with adults and would 
rather talk to students. 

Tommy Edwards, junior 
psychology major and peer 
counselor agrees. “Most of 
us(peer counselors) here have 
had struggles We can empathize 
with others,” Edwards said. 

According to Ickes, the peer 
counselors train for six months

The LSUS Career Center is 
participating with other univer¬ 
sities in a new program which 


before taking clients. They also 
continue training two times a 
week and are evaluated. 

Jobs for peer counselors are 
open to any LSUS student It is 
open to any major, not just psy¬ 
chology, and the student's clas¬ 
sification has to be at least a 
junior. 

Counseling, however, is not 
the only service provided for 
the campus. They are also in 
charge of many tests adminis¬ 
tered on campus. One test that 
might ring a bell is the 
American College Testing 
(ACT). 

Other services include: 

■ The Love Class, which 
instructs participants to the con¬ 
cepts of “unconditional love.” 

■ The Stress Management 
Class, which provides partici¬ 
pants techniques and strategies 
on handling stress. 

One example Ickes men¬ 
tioned is the need to improve 
our memories. According to 
Ickes, Joe Carlisle, professor of 
psychology, will provide a 
workshop next semester on 
memory techniques. 

■ Student Orientation and 
Registration (SOAR) provides 
new freshman information 
about the academic and social 
environment at LSUS. 

According to Ickes, as early 
as next semester the program 
will experiment and have stu- 


allows students to enter a 
nation-wide employment 
database, according to Dr. Bill 
Stowe, Career Center Director. 

The program, kiNEXUS, 


dents run the program entirely. 

■ Campus Attrition and 
Retention Evaluation. (CARE), 
a statistical service, is a “data 
based program which provides 
retention information about 
new entering freshmen each 
year,” according to the CARE 
handbook. 

■ The EARS program 
which stands for Early Alert 
Referral System is a program 
for any faculty or staff member 
who notices a student having 
trouble that counseling services 
can help. That student is 
referred to the center. The name 
of the person making the refer¬ 
ral may remain anonymous. 

■ Guidance counseling is 
another service. Ickes said they 
work with the Career Center in 
helping students evaluate choic¬ 
es. 

Even though these services 
and more are provided for 
students and staff at LSUS, 
many are not aware of the cen¬ 
ter. 

Paula Atkins, a graduate stu¬ 
dent said, “Many people still 
don't realize we exist. Typically 
it is the students who have been 
up here that know we exist.” 

Counseling services arc free. 
“The primary advantage is that 
we serve as a resource to help 
students to work their problems 
that may affect their academic 
success,” Lynch said. 


matches students and alumni 
with prospective employers.

Computer workshop offered for 
on-line programmers, analysts 


A workshop in ClCS (Customer Information 
Control System) will be offered at LSUS each

LSUS professors awarded 
annual research fellowship

Robert C. Leitz, professor of 
English, and Steven P. Lynch, 
professor of biology were 
awarded the annual LSUS 
American Studies Fellowship. 
Each will receive $2,000 to 
allow them to pursue research 
projects during the coming year. 

Leitz, who received his Ph. 
D. from Texas A & M and has 
taught at LSUS since 1973 is a 
well-known expert on Jack 
London. Leitz described him¬ 
self as a goal-setter, project-ori¬ 
ented person. He will work on 
biographical and bibliographical 
projects for books on London 
and on a paper on American lit¬ 


erary culture. 

Lynch received his Ph. D. 
from the University of 
California at Davis and has 
taught at LSUS since 1977. He 
will conduct further research on 
cultural and historical uses of 
American medicinal, poisonous 
and edible plants. The project 
evolved from his extensive field 
experience in botany and deals 
with early American usage of 
plants and their impact on 
everyday life. 

The two awards were 
announced by Dr. John W. Hall, 
director of American Studies at 
LSUS. who said that the selec¬ 
tion committee cited impressive 
publication records of the two 
professors.
